PREFACE. 


Dear  Sir: 

My  object  in  writing  tnese  few  pages,  is  that  every  one  afflicted  with  Diseases  o 

the  Skin,  may  know  something  of  the  name   and  nature  of  his  disease  ;  and  again,  to 

save  myself  th#  trouble  of  answering  several  thousand  letters  every  year.     It  was  mi 

intention   at   first   to   take  a  new  track,  and  divide  Diseases  of  the  Skin  under  thre>- 

heads : 

1st — Diseases  on  the  Skin  : 

2d — Diseases  in  the  Skin ; 

3d — Diseases  under  the  Skin ; 

uid  to  avoid  all  scientific  terms,  and  to   describe   each   as   it  appears   at  its   height 

This   is  very  good  in  theory,  but  useless  in  practice  ;   therefore  I  followed  the  beaten 

path  of  others. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  Diseases  of  the  Skin  have  been  so  much  oveih 
looked  in  this  country,  in  fact  entirely  neglected,  as  nothing  has  ever  been  written  Oft 
the  subject.  Trifling  as  these  few  pages  may  appear  to  you,  (I  am  buj.ry  to  say  it,)  they 
are  the  first  ever  written  on  the  subject  in  these  United  States.  All  that  we  have  o 
the  subject  are  republications  of  English  and  translations  of  French  works.  The 
are  good,  and  I  suppose  accurate,  in  describing  diseases  as  they  occur  in  Europe  ;  but 
do  not  at  all  meet  the  demand  in  this  country. 

From  some  cause  that  I  do  not  pretend  to  understand,  Diseases  of  the   Skin  have  • 
changed  in  their  type  as  well  as  their  cause  in   this  country.     In   Europe  the  prolific  . 
cause  is  said  to  be  poverty  and  filth.     This   cannot  operate   in  this  country,  as  we   do 
net  know  even  the  meaning  of  the  words,  as  they  are  understood  in  Europe.     To  read 
French   writers   on   scald   head,  as  "  mole  hills  of  scab,  smelling  like  cats'  dung,  and 
swarming  with  lice,"  will  give  you  an  idea  of  European  filth. 

It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  Dr.  Bell,  of  Philadelphia,  in  hie  beautiful  editioc 
of  Rayer's  great  work,  has  not  noticed  more  minutely  the  alterations  or  changes  in  the 
type  of  the  various  diseases  in  this  country.     I  feel  confident   no   man  in   the    United  . 
States  could  do  it  with  equal  accuracy. 

I  hope  tliat  some  of  our  own  physicians  will  soon  give  us  a  standard  American  work 
on  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  that  can  be  relied  on,  and  will  be  a  credit  to  the  profession 
as  it  is  now  not  one  physician  in  twenty  knows  the  difference  between  humors  that  art 
the  most  widely  apart  in  their  nature — and  everything  goes  by  the  name  of  Salt  Rheurr 
or  Scrofula.  Whoever  will  be  the  author  of  our  American  standard,  I  h«pe  he  will 
write  plain  and  concise,  and  not  follow  that  vague  and  obBcure  style  of  writing  that 
some  European  writers  delight  in. 

In  1798  Willan  divided  cutaneous  diseases  into  eight  classes,  according  to  their  ele- 
mentary character.     This  was  the  greatest  improvement  ever  made  in  this   branch  o

the  medical  art        is  so  simple  and  berfutiful  that  all  nations  have  adopted  it  by  uni- 
versal consent. 

Order   I.      ExaiUhamata. — Erythema,  E^sipelas,   Roseola,    Rubeola,   Scarletina, 
Urticarea. 

Order  II.     Vesictde. — Miliaria,  Varicella,  Exema,  Herpes,  Scabies. 

Order  EH.     Budle. — Pemphigus,  Rupia. 

Order  IV.     Pustulce. — Variola,  Vacinia,  Ecthyma,  Impetigo,  Acne,  Sycosis,  Tenia. 

Order  V.     Papulce. — Lichen,  Prurigo. 

Order  VI.     Squamce. — Lepra,  Psoriasis,  Pytiriasis,  Ichthyosis. 

Order  VII.     Tiibercvlce. — Scrofula,  Cancer,  Lupus. 

Order  VIII.    Maculce. — Colorations,  Tuscedo  cutis,  Ephelides,  Nsevi,  Decolorations, 
Albinismus,  Vitiligo- 

All  this  last  order  is  only  discoloration  of  the  skin,  such  as  freckles,  liver  marks, 
and  mothers  marks.     I  have  omitted  them  in  these  pages,  as  too  trifling. 

There  are  two  humors  yet  to  be  described  that  are  pursly  American.  The  cause  that 
produces  them  does  not  exist  in  any  other  country,  and  therefore  they  are  entirely  un- 
known to  European  writers.  As  soon  as  I  get  specimens  of  them  I  shall  write  a  de- 
.cription  of  them  in  full.

The  discovery  of  the  virtues  of  the  pasture  weed  is  now  well  known  and  fully  set  forth 
n  my  circular,  that  I  may  omit  it  in  this  pamphlet  more  particularly  as  it  is  of  no  con- 
sequence in  effecting  a  cure.

The  most  serious  effect  of  the  Discovery  is  where  there  is  an  inward  humor-  of  an  Ery- 
sipelas nature,  then  the  pain  is  sometimes  severe,  and  if  the  stomach  is  billious  a  nauseat- 
ing feeling  is  experienced,  loathing  and  even  vomiting. 

Now,  of  all  possible  diseases  and  all  possible  states  of  the  system  this  is  where  the  Dis- 
covery is  most  needed,  and  I  believe  the  only  thing,  that  can  give  you  permanent  relief.

INTRODUCTION. 


Hum©rs  were  formerly  removed  by  eight  different  methods : — 1.  Friction  ;  2.  Bath- 
ing; 3.  Sweating;  4.  Fasting;  5.  Purging;  6.  Vomiting;  7.  Urine;  8.  Saliva- 
tion. The  more  enlightened  Medical  luminaries  of  the  present  day  have  discarded  all 
these  methods  except  purging  and  salivation.  Yet  there  are  many  cases  in  which  all 
these  might  be  profitably  employed,  more  particularly  in  diseases  of  the  Lymph  and  the 
Skin  itself. 

1.  Friction,  where  the  circulation  is  languid,  the  body  thin  and  the  flesh  cold  and 
clammy  and  the  skin  covered  with  Salt  Rheum  pimples,  friction  or  rubbing  the  flesh 
with  a  coarse  towel  to  raise  a  glow  of  heat  and  add  vigor  to  the  skin  will  enable  the  skin 
to  throw  off  much  offensive  matter. 

2.  Bathing  in  warm  water  relaxes  the  channels  of  the  circulation,  particularly  the 

Lymphatic,  which  contain  all  the  mischief,  and  enables  nature  to  throw  ©ff  into  stomach. 
t 

3.  Sweating  acts  upon  the  system  in  the  same  manner  as  bathing ;  if  a  few  blood- 

stiring  herbs  be  added  to  the  water  and  the  aroma  ( r  essence  of  them  received  into  the 
system  with  the  steam,  it  will  make  it  more  effectual. 

4.  Fasting,  or  as  it  is  more  commonly  called  dieting,  was,  a  few  years  age,  a  very 
fashionable  way  of  curing  humors ;  in  some  few  cases  of  gross  and  full  habits  it  may  do 
good,  but,  taken  as  a  whole,  it  has  injured  ninety  where  it  has  cured  ten.  I  have  seen 
hundreds  whose  constitutions  were  irretrievably  injured  by  a  severe  course  of  dieting. 
Nursing  mothers  in  particular  have  suffered  from  this,  when  there  is  nursing  sore  mouth 
and  they  have  to  live  on  crackers  and  tea,  there  is  nothing  to  nourish  the  system,  the 
acrid  humors  get  the  upperhand  and  corrode  the  very  vitals.  In  the  first  advertisement 
I  had  ever  written  I  concluded  the  last  sentence  with,  "Eat  the  best  you  can  get,  and 
enough  of  it."  From  that  day  to  this  I  never  saw  a  case  where  I  could  give  a  different 
advice. 

5.  Purging  is  the  grand  method  of  the  present  generation  in  curing  humors,  and  no 
doubt  the  correct  one :  but  the  why  and  wherefore  of  this  seems,  as  yet,  hidden  in  mys- 
tery. All  that  the  most  elaborate  Medical  writers  can  say  is,  that  "It  excites  the  secre- 
tions "  and  carries  off  the  offensive  matter.  Now,  I  am  far  from  being  satisfied  with  this 
short  and  pithy  explanation,  and  shall  rejoice  to  see  the  time  when  the  subject  shall  re- 
ceive that  attention  and  close  examination  which  it  deserves. 

I  know  from  personal  acquaitvtance  that  my  own  Medical  Discovery  has  relieved  more 
human  suffering  than  any  one  preparation  that  has  ever  been  brought  before  the  notice 
•of  mankind ;  yet  for  Tall  that,  I  must  confess  my  ignorance  of  how,  why,  or  by  what  means 

does  its  work,  how  does  its  inward  spiritual  essence  reach  and  act  upon  the  diseass 
"How  w  it  that  some  herbs  are  taken  into  the  stomach,  digested,  enter  the  circulation  and 


spend  their  whole  vital  force  on  the  Liver;  another  herb  passes  through  the  whole  cir- 
culation and  exert  its  vital  force  on  the  Womb ;  and  another  on  the  Kidneys,  another 
on  the  heart ;  vrhat  causes  this  attraction  of  the  essence  of  particular  herbs  to  particular 
organs  ?  The  only  explanation,  and  a  poor  explanation  is  better  than  none  (for  it  shows 
that  somebody  has  thought  of  it)  is  planeterial  influence. 

In  my  younger  days  I  was  greatly  taken  up  with  this  theory,  as  it  seemed  to  explain 
much  that  seemed  mysterious  and  that  could  not  be  explained  on  any  other  theory ;  but 
age  and  experience  brought  its  stumbling-blocks ;  the  chief  of  which  was  the  mixing  the 
juice  of  the  two  most  opposing  gods  to  effect  a  cure  where  only  one  god  did  the  mischief. 

6.  Vomiting.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  give  you  a  single  idea  how  vomiting  can  cure  humor. 
I  never  saw  or  heard  of  a  case.  Authors  have  put  it  down  as  one  of  the  methods  j  wise- 
ly or  unwisely,  have  omitted  all  explanation  of  it.  « 

7.  Urine  ;  this  next  to  purging  is  the  most  effectual,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say,  most  neg- 
lected. In  old  times  the  functions  of  the  Kidneys  were  more  attended  to  than  at  present. 
The  Urine  coming  through  the  whole  system  is  affected  by  disease  of  the  different  parts 
of  the  body,  and  that  the  state  of  inflammation  or  disease  could  be  accurately  told  by 
the  appearance  of  the  urine ;  this  theory  seemed  at  one  time  to  rest  on  a  firm  platform, 
until  Quacks  took  hold  of  it  and  by  their  mistakes  brought  the  whole  system  into  ridi- 
cule. Yet  there  can  be  no  question  that  keeping  the  Kidneys  in  good  health  is  of  vite 
importance. 

3.     Salivation ;  this  happily  is  out  of  date.    The  wonder  is  that  sue    an  absurd  cub 
should  ever  come  to  date.      It  is  now  admitted  by  all  physicians  that  Syphilis 
only  humor  in  which  mercury  in  any  form  can  be  of  the  slightest  advantage.

ERYTHEMA. 

Erythema  is  merely  a  red,  inflamed  patch  on  the  skin,  generally  on  the  face,  neck 
and  arms,  and  seldom  lasts  more  than  two  or  three  weeks.  It  is  easily  distinguished 
from  Erysipelas,  by  the  border  being  distinct  and  not  diffused,  as  in  Erysipelas,  and  is 
generally  a  trifling  affair. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Erysipelas  is  an  inflammation  of  the  skin,  characterized  by  a  deep  red  color  of  the 
parts,  with  pain  and  swelling,  which  frequently  extends  deep  in  the  flesh.  It  may  at- 
tack any  part  of  the  body,  but  more  frequently  the  face  and  limbs.  There  are  three 
varieties. 

1st,  Erysipelas  Verum.  The  inflammation  does  not  extend  deeper  than  the  skin. 
The  part  assumes  a  deep  red,  and  the  inflamed  parts  are  much  swollen,  and  its  edges 
raised.  The  eruption  is  accompanied  with  sharp  burning  heat,  and  the  cuticle  is 
raised  by  the  effusion  of  yellow  wheyish  fluid.  The  blisters  usually  appear  on  the 
third  or  fourth  day,  and  discharge  a  thick  sticky  fluid,  and  then  the  swelling  subsides. 

2d,  Inflammatory  Erysipelas.  The  symptoms  of  this  disease  are  much  more  severe 
than  the  one  previously  mentioned.  The  inflammation  extends  deeper  in  the  flesh, 
there  is  much  pain,  swelling,  and  considerable  fever;  the  skin  is  very  painful  on  pres- 
sure, and  slowly  resumes  its  natural  color.  In  a  few  days  purulent  deposits  are  form- 
ed,-and  discharge  a  healthy  humor,  mired  with  gangrene  flesh.  As  this  disease  comes 
on  suddenly  you  cannot  guard  against  it,  as  there  is  danger  of  Erysipelas  settling  in- 
ward. You  will  t-le  one  bottle  of  Medical  Discovery,  to  clear  all  sediment  of  the 
dis<*>  the  system ;  you  will  apply  the  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  to  the  sore. 

BLACK  ERYSIPELAS, 

Is  where  the  fermentation 'is  great  and  overflows  its  proper  channels  ;  it  is  taken  up 
by  the  blood  and  carried  in  the  circulation  j  it  acts  as  a  poison  on  the  blood ;  depraving 
its  balsam,  and  dissolving  its  vital  principle,  which,  if  not  checked  will  in  a  few  days 
cause  death. 

When  this  disease  comes  on  you  must  immediately  apply  the  most  drawing  poultices 
to  the  seat  of  the  disease.  These  poultices  can  be  made  of  roasted  onions ;  roasted 
pond  lilly  roots;  mustard  with  rye  or  barley  pounded  butter-cups,  and  to  be  kept  on 
until  they  draw,  yes,  your  very  life  out  of  you.  In  the  mean  time  the  patient's  strength 
must  be  kept  up  with  the  most  strengthening  cordials,  composed  of  pure  wine  and  Pe- 
ruvian bark.    "When  the  patient  is  out  of  danger  let  him  take  several  bottles

ROSEOLA,  MEASLES  AND   SCARLETINA, 
I  now  not  why  these  diseases  are  classed  with  diseases  of  the  skin,  they  are  rather 
diseases  of  the  system. 

Are  nearly  one  and  the  same  thing,  and  are  caused  by  some  unknown  contagion 
in  the  air,  the  cause  and  nature  of  which  is  not  yet  discovered.  The  Scarletina  was 
wntirely  unknown  to  the  older  physicians.  It  was  first  distinguished  from  the  Measles 
by  Bezzelius. 

They  all  require  the  same  treatment.  You  will  never  give  cathartic  at  the  com- 
mencement, as  this  draws  the  eruption  from  the  surface  internally,  and  has  been  the 
means  of  losing  untold  numbers  of  lives  ;  in  fact  it  is  next  to  impossible  for  the  pa- 
tient to  recover.  As  these  diseases  must  run  their  course,  nothing  can  be  done  bu 
keep  the  patient  warm  and  comfortable.  The  best  thing  you  can  use  to  keep  the  erup- 
tion on  the  surface,  is  a  tea  of  Virginia  snake-root  and  saffron. 

Take  particular  care  of  the  patient  when  he  is  able  to  get  up,  as  there  are  no  diseases 
that  leave  so  many  bad  and  disagreeable  consequences  after  them  as  Measles  and  Scar- 
latina, namely :  sore  eyes,  running  of  the  ears,  drippings  from  the  head  on  the  throat 
and  lungs,  causing  a  hacking  cough,  and  oftentimes  the  whole  system  undergoes  a 
change  which  it  takes  years  to  recover. 

When  the  patient  is  getting  better,  one  bottle  of  Medical  Discovery  will  obviate  all 
these  dangers,  as  it  will  clear  the  system  of  all  dregs  that  may  be  left,  and  soon  restore 
the  functions  of  both  body  and  mind  to  their  proper  tone.

BLACK    MEASELS. 

This  is  a  rare  form  of  the  disease ;  it  commences  as  common  Measels  does  until  about 
the  seventh  day,  when  the  pulse  becomes  quickened  followed  by  great  weakness  and 
the  appearance  of  the  rash  changes  to  a  purple  or  livid  color,  this  is  caused  by  the 
channels  in  the  skin  being  over  flooded  and  the  fluid  is  spread  in  the  tissues  of  the  flesh, 
when  the  disease  strikes  inward  it  is  certain  death.  The  best  known  preventative  of  this 
is  a  tea  made  of  Sheep  dung ;  it  is  difficult  to  give  a  scientific  explanation  of  the  work- 
ng  of  this  most  excellent  remedy.  Yet  every  old  woman  in  the  country  knows  the 
truth  of  it. 

When  the  Measels  leave  the  child  in  a  bad  state  it  attacks  the  eyes  and  eyelids,  also 
causing  a  hot  running  of  the  nose,  inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  tonsils,  a  hard 
tough,  Scrofulous  kernels  on  the  neck,  swelling  and  weakness  of  the  joints. 

When  the  child  is  getting  better  and  a  bowel  complaint  comes  on,  you  must  not,  on 
any  account,  stop  it  too  sudden,  unless  life  is  endangered.  As  this  is  very  good  to  car- 
ry off  all  sediment  of  the  disease  that  may  be  left  in  the  system.  One  of  the  most  an- 
noying results  of  Measels  is  running  of  the  ears ;  the  nature  of  this  discharge  differs 
from  all  other  humors  of  *L  body  being  oily,  or  like  dissolved  marrow,  and  the  most 
offensive  of  the  secretions  of  the  body. 

I  have  noticed  in  this  disease  two  most  singular  facts  which  has  escaped  the  observa- 
tion of  all  Medical  writers,  that  is,  a  flatness  of  the  crown  of  the  head,  in  some  cases, 
amounting  to  a  depression  or  hollow ;  the  other  is  a  want  of  that  brightness  of  intellect 
Sometimes  I  thought  the  seeming  lack  of  intellect  might  come  from  that  instinctive 
dread  which  persons  with  offensive  running  of  the  ears  always  have  on  coming  near  their 
friends ;  this  may  cause  somewhat  of  a  shy  conduct.  Yet  from  very  close  scrutiny 
m  satisfied  the  intellect  is  often  affected. 


I  never  read  any  Medical  work  that  even  alludes  to  the  running  of  the  ears  from  the 
Measels,  consequently  I  cannot  give  much  light  on  the  nature  of  it  The  general  opin- 
ion is,  that  it  is  a  disease  of  the  head  and  finds  an  outlet  in  the  ears. 

My  own  opinion  is  that  it  is  a  disease  of  the  spinal  marrow,  just  above  the  neck  joint, 
that  there  is  an  Ulcer  or  a  cariousness  fed  from  the  marrow.  It  is  evident  enough  from 
its  offensive  smell  that  no  other  portion  of  the  body  can  produce  any  similar  smell.

You  will  take  sweet  oil  and 
mustard  boiled  together  and  rub  the  back  of  the  neck  and  head  with  i*-  faithfully  and 
thoroughly ;  this  will  help  to  open  the  channels,  that  the  matter  may  run  downward  and 
give  the  ears  a  chance  to  heal.

NETTLE  RASH. 

So  called  from  its  resemblance  to  the  blisters  raised  by  handling  nettles. 
£t  commences  with  a  hot  tingling  sensation  of  the  skin,  after  which  thb  erup- 
tion soon  appears,  sometimes  on  the  whole  body,  in  long,  pale,  raised  blotches,  sur- 
rounded with  a  bright  red  scarlet  border  :  the  blotches  are  hard  round  tne  edges,  some- 
times running  together,  giving  the  limb  a  swollen  appearance,  and  a  smarting,  itching 
sensation,  almost  insupportable,  preventing  the  sufferer  from  sleeping.  This  disease 
seldom  lasts  over  a  week.

VESICXJLE. 

SALT  RHEUM,  ECZEMA,  HERPES,   SCABIES. 


SALT  RHEUM. 

This  term  is  not  found  in  any  work  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  by  the  old  physicians. 
The  term  was  used  to  denote  a  salt  dripping,  or  distilling,  from  the  b^ad  to  the  lungs. 
What  is  popularly  called  Salt  Rheum  is  divided  by  scientific  physicians  into  Malaria, 
with  five  varieties,  Eczema,  with  three  varieties,  and  Herpes,  with  its  dozen  varieties. 
To  study  the  difference  between  all  the  varieties  is  very  pretty  amusement  to  a  man 
who  has  nothing  else  to  do  ;  yet  they  all  are,  in  reality,  one  disease,  and  require  the 
same  treatment. 

The  Salt  Rheum  commences  with  small  vesifles  or  blisters,  sometimes  as  large  as  a 
pin  head ;  these  are  filled  with  wheyish  water,  which  in  a  few  days  dries  up,  or  as  is 
more  frequently  the  case,  it  is  torn  by  scratching,  and  the  surface  dries  with  a  thin, 
yellowish  looking  crust ;  the  skin  is  inflamed ;  in  others  the  crust  is  brown,  and  they 
are  separated  from  each  other  by  sound  skin. 

In  all  cases  of  Salt  Rheum  the  itching  and  pain  are  intolerable.  It  is  liable  to  attack 
all  parts  of  the  body,  particularly  the  hands  and  neck.  There  is  no  disease  of  the  skin 
that  oauses  such  intense  suffering  as  this  simple  disease,  particularly  when  it  attacks 
parts  liable  to  chafe ;  and  there  is  no  greater  luxury  in  the  world  than  a  good  scratch-

The  Salt  Rheum  fluid  is  an  acrid  corrosive  water,  of  the  same  nature  as  that  raised 
by  Spanish  fly  blisters,  and  is  absorbed  out  of  the  mass  of  flesh  and  blood,  by  the  lym- 
phatic glands.  These  glands  or  channels  are  all  over  the  body,  to  convey  this  fluid  to 
the  thoracic  duct.

the  severe  griping  of  the  bowels.  Therefore  particular  care  is  required  not  to  apply  any 
repelling  lotion ;  let  it  run  out,  all  you  require  is  to  apply  the  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  to 
allay  the  itching,  and,  giving  the  Discovery  in  five  to  ten  drops  to  a  dose,  sweeten  with 
honey  or  sugar.

When  the  disease  is  getting  better  there  is  often  small  kernels  on  the  cords  of  the 
neck,  the  glands  swell,  and  a  Scrofula  deposit  is  left.

SCABIES — ITCH. 

This  disease  was  formerly  very  common  in  New  England,  but  has  lately  entirely  dis- 
appeared. I  never  saw  a  case  of  it,  and  I  have  no  doubt  there  are  hundreds  of  young 
physicians  who  are  equally  ignorant.  Whatever  is  the  cause  of  its  disappearance  is 
not  easy  to  explain  ;  from  all  accounts  of  it  none  will  regret  it.  In  old  times  this  dis- 
ease was  almost  universal.  Ancient  physicians  supposed  it  to  be  catching,  or  some- 
thing in  the  air,  like  the  measles  or  small  pox,  and  purging,  bleeding  and  blistering 
were  applied  without  stint,  and  as  this  course  could  have  no  possible  effect  on  it,  you 
can  imagine  how  universal  this  disease  must  have  been — the  proudest  nobles  and  the 
poorest  beggars  were  its  victims. 

Since  the  improvement  in  microscopes  the  Itch  is  found  to  be  a  living  creature,  bur- 
roughing  in  the  flesh.  This  was  discovered  in  1812,  by  M.  Gales,  apothecary  o  the 
hospital  of  St.  Louis,  in  Paris.  Experiments  were  immediately  commenced  to  ascer- 
tain the  best  remedies  to  destroy  so  formidable  an  enemy.  It  was  found  that  the  Itch 
will  live  in  clear  water  four  hours  ;  in  sea  water  it  died  in  three  hours  ;  in  Goulard's 
solution  it  survived  but  one  hour  ;  in  castor  olive  almond  oil  and  sweet  oil  it  died  in 
two  "hours  ;  in  Croton  oil  four  hours  ;  in  lime  water  three  quarters  of  an  hour ;  in  vin 
egar  twenty  minutes  ;  in  alcohol  twenty  minutes ;  in  spirits  of  turpentine  nine  minutes ; 
in  hydridate  of  potassum  six  minutes ;  in  solution  of  arsenic  four  minutes ;  in  sulphu- 
ric acid  three  minutes  ;  in  creosite  it  died  instantly ;  placed  on  powdered  sulphur  it  was 
found  dead  next  day.  From  all  these  experiments  it  was  found  that  sulphur  was  the 
surest  and  safest  remedy.  You  will  see  by  the  above  that  small  as  he  is  he  will  stand 
pretty  strong  doses. 


Order  III. 

BUELLE. 

PEMPHIGUS,  RUPIA. 

In  this  order  are  only  two  kinds  of  humor,  Rupia  and  Pemphigus.  I  cannot  And 
English  names  for  them  that  are  at  all  appropriate,  therefor"  give  you  their  Latin 
names. 

PEMPHIGUS. 

This   eruption   commeiives    in   the    form   of   red    circular   patches    gradually   in 
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creasing,  forming  bags  filled  with  a  wheyish  water.  This  is  produced  by  an  effu- 
sion of  serum  under  the  cuticle  or  scarf  skin,  and  varying  in  size  from  a  pea  to  a  fil- 
bert, and  nearly  of  a  rounded  form.  When  the  Buelle  has  attained  its  growth,  the 
serum  becomes  thickish  and  bursts,  and  is  soon  covered  over  with  a  thin  brown  crust, 
which  forms  before  the  redness  disappears,  or  else  it  is  covered  with  very  thin  and 
transparent  scales. 

There  is  another  variety  in  which  the  skin  is  in  red  patches,  here  and  there,  from 
the  size  of  a  pea  to  a  ten  cent  piece,  that  never  contained  any  serum  or  water,  or  if  it 
had  it  is  re-absorbed  into  the  system  again,  and  by  rubbing  your  finger  over  it  you  can 
take  off  the  skin.  In  some  cases,  though  rare,  the  Buelle  cover  the  whole  body ;  it 
then  joins  and  meets  the  fluid,  thickens  and  becomes  humory,  and  soon  the  body  is 
covered  over  with  greenish  brown  crusts.  As  soon  as  one  crop  of  these  crusts  are 
gone  another  is  forming,  in  the  shape  of  little  blisters  ;  they  usually  run  their  course 
from  four  to  six  months.  If  you  wish  to  be  cured  in  less  time,  take  a  few  bottles  of 
Discovery,  and  apply  the  Salt  Rheum  Ointment. 

RUPIA. 

The  first  stages  of  this  are  precisely  like  the  Pemphigus.  The  Buelle  is 
1  arger  and  the  crusts  thicker,  and  always  has  the  appearance  of  ulceration  when  you 
raise  the  crust.  It  is  usually  located  in  the  legs,  sometimes  in  single  crusts,  others 
again  in  several  patches,  but  the  crusts  are  always  separated  and  distinct.  It  most 
frequently  attacks  people  of  broken  down  constitutions.  This  commences  with  a  blis- 
ter, filled  with  fluid,  but  instead  of  being  clear,  like  other  blisters,  the  fluid  is  black. 
When  it  breaks  it  forms  a  scab,  rough  and  dark  colored,  which  goes  on  gradually  in- 
creasing ;  the  outer  edges  of  the  crust  are  inflamed,  the  skin  is  raised,  and  another 
layer  is  added  to  the  crust,  which  becomes  quite  thick  and  of  a  conical  form,  and  has 
the  appearance  of  the  back  of  an  oyster  shell.  In  some  cases  the  crust  sticks  tight  to 
the  sore,  in  others  they  come  off  very  easy.  Sometimes  a  new  crust  forms  very  quick- 
ly, at  another  time  a  round,  unhealthy,  ugly  looking  ulcer  is  formed,  which  by  physi- 
cians has  been  pronounced  very  hard  to  heal,  particularly  in  the  aged.

Order  IV. 


PUSTITLiE. 

ECTHYMA,  VARIOLA,  VACTNIA,  ACNE,  IMPETIGO,  SYCOSIS,  TENIA. 


ECTHYMA.. 

This  is  a  disease  of  the  skin,  characterized  by  a  large  round  pustule,  nearly  the  siz« 
of  a  pea,  almost  always  distinct,  and  seated  on  an  inflamed  base ;  these  are  followed 
by  thick,  dark  colored  scabs,  which  when  they  fall  off  leave  a  dark  colored  stain  on  the 
flesh.  They  are  liable  to  attack  any  part  of  the  body,  but  most  generally  the  neck  and 
shoulders.  It  frequently  comes  in  successive  crops,  the  top  contains  matter  while  the 
base  is  hard  and  red.  The  matter  usually  dries  up  in  two  or  three  days,  and  leaves  a 
thick  scab. 

In  some  cases  the  eruption  is  accompanied  with  inflammation  and  severe  pain.  This 
disease  often  attacks  hard  drinkers,  and  is  very  troublesome,  but  not  dangerous.

IMPETIGO — CRUSTED  AND   RUNNING  TETTER. 

ibis  is  characterized  by  pushes,  most  commonly  in  groups  ;  in  this  case  it  is  calle 
Figurata  ;  when  scattered,  Sparsa ;  each  may  assume  a  chronic  form.     When  it  comes 
out  it  is  in  small  red  distinct  patches,  which  are  soon  covered  with   small  pushes,  fre- 
quently joining. 

Sometimes  this  disease  is  formed  of  pushes  from  the  beginning ;  sometimes  small 
and  scarcely  raised  above  the  level  of  the  skin.  They  burst  in  a  few  days,  and  dis- 
charge a  half  water,  half  matter  kind  of  stuff;  the  heat  and  itching  become  intolera- 
ble ;  it  discharges  freely  through  small  openings  ;  the  matter  soon  dries  and  forms  a 
thick,  brittle,  transparent  crust,  looking  like  the  gum  of  a  cherrv  tree. 

IMPETIGO    SFARSA. 

Another  form  of  Impetigo  5  commences  like  the  first,  only  the  pushes  are  scattered 
on  different  parts  of  the  body,  generally  covering  the  leg  from  the  knee  downward, 
very  itchy  and  bursting  every  few  days ;  a  yellow  wheyish  humor  is  discharged,  which 
forms  a  red,  thick  crust,  often  taken  for  Eczema.  But  the  crust  of  each  is  very  differ- 
ent, as  Eczema  is  thin  and  scaly,  and  one  scale  partly  covering  another,  like  fish  skin. 
These  little  pushes  frequently  break  around  the  ankle  joint,  often  a  little  higher.  The 
skin  retains  its  natural  color,  the  pushes  soon  run  together,  forming  a  very  bad  uloer, 
which  on  aged  people  I  have  seen  continue  twenty  or  more  years.  When  this  is  the 
case  you  will  use  a  dozen,  more  or  less,  of  Medical  Discovery,  and  a  dozen  boxes  of 
my  Healing  Ointment.

There  is  a  very  common  belief  among  people,  that  these  ulcers  ought  not  to  be 
cured  ;  that  it  is  an  outlet  to  some  bad  humor.  This  is  true  in  a  great  measure,  when 
strong  healing  salves  have  been  used  without  clearing  the  system  of  the  poisonous 
humor.  I  have  cured  hundreds  of  cases  of  this  disease,  often  of  wenty  and  thirt 
years  standing,  and  one  case  of  forty-five,  and  never  yet  knew  any  bad  oviisequence 
follow  it.  My  practice  is  to  order  the  Medical  Discovery  every  day  ;  it  is  not  intended 
that  you  take  enough  to  physic  you  every  day,  all  you  require  is  that  the  medicine  be 
in  your  system,  and  that  all  the  lymphatic  valves  that  are  closed  be  opened,  and  keep 
your  bowels  in  good  running  order. 

When  Impetigo  appears  on  the  chin  it  requires  great  attention.  In  this  the  pushes 
are  small  and  yellow,  and  set  close  together,  the  running  is  considerable,  the  crusts  are 
a  thick  yellowish  green.  The  pushes  of  Sycosis  are  larger  and  separated,  and  the  scab 
is  of  a  brown  color,  dry  and  thin,  and  only  reproduced  with  another  push,  while  the 
scabs  of  Impetigo  are  formed  of  the  matter  oozing  out. 

IMPETIGO    LARVOLIS — MILK    CRUST. 

This  is  a  variety  of  Impetigo  that  is  well  known.  It  commences  in  small  pushes  on 
the  forehead,  cheeks,  and  around  the  edges  of  the  hair ;  these  are  grouped  together 
highly  inflamed  and  very  itchy,  and  are  generally  scratched  open  with  the  nails.  A 
yellow  fluid  escapes,  which  soon  forms  crusts  of  a  greenish  yellow  color  when  these 
fall  off  they  leave  exposed  a  red  inflamed  surface,  which  oozes  out  a  great  quantity  of  a 
nauseous,  sour  fluid,  causing  intolerable  itching  and  pain. 

In  some  instances  large  crusts  will  form  behind  the  ears-  and  the  glands  of  the  neck 
are  swollen,  and  even  the  eyelids  are  sometimes  affected ;  in  others  the  whole  hair- 
scalp  is  covered  with  crusts,  and  the  patient  suffers  intensely. 

This  disease  attacks  children  during  the  period  of  teething,  rendering  them  peevish 
and  fretful.  It  is  not  dangerous,  and  as  a  general  thing  the  best  you  can  do  for  it  is  to 
'it  it  alone;  at  any  rate  do  not  attempt  to  dry  up  or  heal  the  sores.  It  is  a  common 
saying  among  old  ladies,  (and  there  is  no  better  authority  in  the  world  in  diseases  o: 
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children,)  that  children  affected  with  milk  crust  during  i«ething  escape  convulsions  and 
dysenteries,  and  always  get  through  it  well. 

ACNE — PIMPLB8. 

These  may  properiy  be  divided  into  three  varieties. 

1st.  The  common  red  pimple  is  merely  a  popular  elevation  of  the  skin,  of  a  red  and 
highly  inflamed  color.  These  are  caused  by  overheating  of  the  blood  ;  the  blood  seems 
as  it  were  to  curdle,  and  a  sudden  cooling  of  it  causes  its  Balsamic  parts  to  separate, 
and  force  its  heated  particles  to  the  surface.  Two  or  three  bottles  of  Kennedy's  Medi- 
cal Discovery,  will  restore  the  blood  to  its  proper  quality,  and  clear  the  face  from  every

2.      BLACKHEADS. 

These  make  their  appearance  very  similar  to  the  red  kind,  with  this,  difference ; — 
that  the  matter  which  forms  in  them  is  soon  turned  to  a  grub  or  worm,  and  can  be 
squeezed  out  more  particularly  when  they  are  seated  on  the  nose.  These  worms  turn 
black.and  are  imbedded  in  the  flesh,  and  have  every  appearance  of  gunpowder  burnt  in  the 
flesh.  These  remain  in  the  flesh  for  years  unless  eradicated  with  proper  remedies,  and, 
to  a  young  and  hmdsome  miss  of  eighteen,  there  H  nothing  so  mortifying  as  a  pimply 
face — she  is  always  examining  at  herself  in  the  looking-glass,  until  she  becomes  nervous 
and  fretful.  When  she  goes  out,  she  imagines  that  the  eye3  of  every  one  she  meets  is 
irected  against  her  pimples.  I  have  known  some  instances  of  this  kind  where  life  is 
really  a  burden.  A  thousand  and  one  cosmetic  is  used  without  any  benefit,  and  some 
with  positive  injury,  as  they  check  perspiration,  destroy  the  pores,  and  ruin  the  com- 
plexion forever.  One  of  the  most  beautitul  girls,  and  certainly  the  finest  complexion 
I  ever  saw,  was  irretrievably  ruined  by  drinking  vinegar,  as  somebody  had  foolishly 
told  her  that  their  was  too  much  iron  in  her  blood,  and  that  is  showing  itself  in  pimples. 

M.  Simon,  of  Berlin,  has  given  us  drawings  of  these  parasites,  and  with  their  horns 
and  legs,  and  joints.  It  is  not  a  very  pretty  idea  for  us  to  know  that  such  looking 
things  are  in  our  face.

In  some  cases  the  side  of  the  face  and  neck  is  really  distorted  by  the  appearance  o 
these  lumps ;  the  skin  is  dark  red,  shining  and  greasy. 

This  variety  seldom  attacks  girls.  Young  msn  of  gross  and  full  habits  are  liable  to  it. 

The  only  outward  application  that  is  cf  any  use  in  this  case,  is  Kennedy's  Scroffula

BYCOSES — CHIN   WHELK.

TENIA — SCALD    HEAD. 

This  diseas  commences  with  pushes,  perfectly  rounded  and  imbedded  in  the  skin. 
They  contain  clear  yellow  matter,  which  soon  hardens,  and  always  with  a  hollow  centre. 
They  are,  as  it  were,  filled  in  the  centre,  and  often  very  hard,  of  greyish  yellow  color, 
sometimes  distinct,  but  often  clustered  together ;  in  this  state  they  will  run  together 
and  form  a  large  patch,  accompanied  with  considerable  itching.  When  distinct,  each 
push  has  a  single  hair  running  through  it,  as  in  Sycoses. 

You  can  always  tell  this  disease  by  its  depression  in  the  middle,  whether  in  pushes 
or  in  scabs.  Sometimes  the  whole  head  is  covered  with  a  scabby  cap ;  when  this  cap 
comes  off  it  leaves  a  highly  inflamed  surface,  and  often  appears  better  in  one  part  of 
the  head,  while  it  breaks  out  in  another.  When  the  scabs  continue  long,  the  flesh,  and 
sometimes  the  bone,  is  affected ;  the  hair  can  be  pulled  out  by  the  roots  without  any 
pain  ;  in  fact  it  often  falls  out  of  itself,  and  leaves  behind  bald,  smooth  shiny  patches  ; 
and  if  hair  ever  grows  on  them,  it  is  always  of  a  weak  and  woolly  kind.  This  disease 
never  accompanied  with  any  feverish  symptoms,  only  a  disagreeable  itching,  with  a 
strong,  unpleasant  smell. 

Rayer  and  Cazenave  both  say  this  disease  is  always  accompanied  with  swarms  of 
lice  in  the  crevices  of  the  crusts  and  scabs,  and  in  the  matting  of  the  hair.  This  may 
be  se  in  Paris,  but  I  am  confident  it  is  not  so  in  Roxbury.  I  have  seen  wagon  loads  tf 
scald  heads,  and  nave  not  seen  a  louse  this  twenty  years.  It  is  said  that  those  long 
afflicted  with  this  disease  are  stunted  in  their  growth  of  both  body  and  mind.  Of  the 
last  assertion  I  am  not  able  to  decide,  as  none  of  my  pptients  have  as  yet  come  to 
maturity. 

This  disease  is  very  catching  to  some ;  others  cannot  take  it  under  any  circumstances. 
The  most  common  way  of  getting  it  is  in  U3ing  the  same  comb  or  towel ;  some  are  so 
susceptible  to  it  that  sitting  near  or  playing  together  they  will  readily  take  it.  The 
disease  afflicts  children  more  than  grown  persons,  yet  I  have  seen  several  of  the  latter 
have  it.    It  is  sometimes  engendered  by  poverty  and  filth. 

Your  best  treatment  for  this  disease  is  to  use  the  Medical  Discovery  regularly;  if  for 
a  child  sweeten  it,  to  prevent  his  taking  a  dislike  to  it.  You  will  cut  off  the  hair  over 
the  patches,  and  apply  my  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  freely;  this  will  cause  the  crust  to 
fall  off.

PAPULAE. 

LICHEN,  PRURIGO,  THUNDER  HUMOR. 


There  are  two  divisions  in  this  class,  so  near  alike  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  tell  the 
difference — Lichen  and  Prurigo. 

LICHEN. 

This  commences  in  small  solid  pimples,  and  rarely  contains  either  humot  or 
vater,  and  is  liable  to  attack  any  part  of  the  body,  or  even  the  whole  surface,  as  in  uni- 
versal Lichen.  It  commences  in  small  solid  pimples  the  color  of  the  skin,  then  turn- 
ing to  a  reddish,  ther.  to  a  brownish  tint.  They  are  generally  distinct,  and  are  smaller 
in  Lichen  than  in  Prurigo.  In  some  cases  the  skin  is  highly  inflamed  and  swollen,  and 
becomes  thick.  You  can  rub  a  dust  or  dandruff  from  it.  The  itching  is  of  the  most 
intense  kind ;  the  nails  are  freely  used,  and  the  more  you  use  them  the  worse  you  are. 

This  disease  has  been  known  to  continue  for  years,  causing  the  patient  the  most  in- 
tense anguish,  moVe  particularly  in  bed.  In  the  kind  called  inveterate  Lichen  the  skin 
is  dry,  rough  and  furrowed,  with  deep  wrinkles  at  the  joints.  In  such  places  the  pores 
of  the  skin  are  entirely  closed,  and  the  sweating  functions  of  the  skin  completely 
stopped. 

This  disease-  is  very  apt  to  mix  in  with  other  diseases.  In  such  cases  it  is  exceeding- 
ly troublesome,  as  scratching  is  liable  to  set  the  large  scabs  of  Impetigo  and  Pemphigus 
bleeding.  It  has  been  solemnly  declared  to  me  that  in  this  disease  one  box  of  my  Salt 
Rheum  Ointment  was  worth  a  hundred  dollars  to  the  sufferer. 

PRURIGO. 

This  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  more  severe  form  of  Lichen.  Their  begin- 
ning, growth  and  end  are  precisely  the  same.

The  skin  becomes  thick,  of  a  dirty  yellow  color,  full  of  lines  and  streaks 
lengthwise  and  crosswise ;  the  old  skin  comes  off  in  dust,  leaving  an  angry  red  surface 
covered  up,  and  in  a  few  hours  the  new  skin  becomes  old,  and  you  can  again  repeat  the! 
operation. 

I  have  seen  cases  of  this  disease  that  were  truly  pitiable  to  behold,  where  the  whole 
surface  of  the  body  was  affected.  I  know  of  one  woman  that  was  afflicted  fourteen 
years,  and  during  that  long  period  had  never  been  able  to  endure  bedcloths  enough  on 
*he  bed  to  keep  her  warm,  on  account  of  the  itching.  I  will  here  quote  the  language 
of  M.  Rayer,  as  more  expressive  than  anything  I  can  write : 

"  The  itching  is  incessant,  frequently  insupportable,  and  accompanied  with  a  most 
distressing  sensation,  compared  by  the  sufferers  to  having  their  flesh  devoured  by  thou- 
sands of  ants,  or  the  piercing  of  the  skin  with  red  hot  needles,  and  the  heat  of  the 
blood  to  burning  fires,  maddening  itchness,  which  is  increased  by  every  alteration  of 
temperature,  particularly  by  the  warmth  of  the  bed,  so  that  patients  afflicted  with  this 
disease  tear  themselves  cruelly  with  their  nails  the  whole  night,  and  are  totally  unable 
to  sleep,  until  towards  morning  they  sink  from  exhaustion  into  forgetfulness,  or  after  a 
night  of  disturbed  sleep  are  awakened  at  the  first  appearance  of  dawn  by  their  un- 
sparing tormentor. 

The  violence  of  the  scratching  to  which  the  sufferers  so  afflicted  yield  themselvei, 
produces  redness  of  the  skin,  and  by  removing  the  heads  of  the  pimples  gives  rise  to 
the  formation  of  numerous  small  black  scabs,  these  resulting  from  the  oozing  of  a  mi- 
nute drop  of  blood  from  each  of  the  wounded  pimples  and  intermingled  scratches. 
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This  continues  for  years,  and  at  its  cure,  if  cured  at  all,  the  skin  continues  thick  and 
dry,  and  the  epiderma  exfoliates  by  a  furfuraceous  and  mealy  disquamation."  (Oh ! 
what  wouldn't  Rayer's  patients  have  given  for  a  box  of  Kennedy's  Salt  Rheum  Oint

Cazenave,  Rayer  and  Wilan,  say  this  disease  breeds  innumerable  swarms  of  lice. 
Whoever  will  read  the  works  of  these  celebrated  physicians  must  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  French,  notwithstanding  all  their  fashions,  and  leadership  of  the  same, 
are  at  least  a  lousy  set.  I  have  seen  hundreds  of  cases  of  this  disease,  on  all  gradeB 
of  society,  on  the  poorest  and  most  miserable  of  our  population,  some  ill  fed 
and  ill  clad,  and  never  saw  vermin  of  any  kind  following  the  disease. 

THUNDER  HUMOR. 

What  is  Thunder  Humor  P  Probably  no  cutaneous  disease  has  ever  excited  more 
curiosity  than  this  humor,  as  all  writers  on  diseases  of  the  skin  are  entirely  silent  on 
the  subject,  and  many  have  doubted  the  existence  of  it  altogether.  But  I  do  assure 
you  it  is  a  reality,  and  a  disagreeable  one  too.  When  I  first  announced  that  I  had  dis- 
covered a  common  pasture  weed  that  cured  every  kind  of  humor,  from  the  worst  scrof- 
ula to  a  common  pimple,  except  thunder  humor,  I  made  mention  of  the  latter  for  two 
reasons — first,  as  a  sort  of  braggadocia ;  second,  to  create  a  mystery.  It  answered 
both  purposes  very  well.  There  is  one  drawback  to  it — that  is;  when  people  have 
taken  the  prescribed  number  of  bottles,  and  are  not  cured,  they  are  sure  they  have  got 
thunder  humor ;  and  it  has  cost  me  a  small  fortune  in  postage  stamps  to  tell  them  what 
thunder  humor  is. 

The  first  case  I  saw  of  it  was  this.  Mr.  P.  was  out  in  a  thunder  storm,  was  struck 
by  lightning,  and  laid  insensible  on  the  field  for  three  hours.  A  heavy  shower  came 
on,  and  restored  him  to  consciousness.  He  was  able  to  walk  home  in  a  very  feeble 
state.  When  his  family  examined  him  he  was  covered  with  a  rash  which  itched  into'- 
erably.  For  several  years  he  had  tried  all  known  remedies  without  any  benefit.  I  was 
so  confident  my  medicine  would  cure  him  that  I  offered  to  bet  fifty  dollars  against  fifty 
cents  on  the  result ;  fortunately  for  me  Mir.  P.  was  a  man  of  principle ;  he  took  several 
bottles  on  condition  of  no  cure  no  pay,  and  to  my  great  surprise  he  did  not  receive  the 
slightest  benefit. 

The  most  singular  thing  connected  with  this  humor  is  its  attraction  to  iron,  particu- 
larly to  steel ;  and  the  purer  the  steel  the  greater  the  attraction.  In  fact  he  was  a  per- 
fect magnet.  When  the  humor  was  inward  I  saw  him  take  a  chisel  in  his  hand ;  it 
brought  the  humor  out  in  fiery  red  papulae,  first  commencing  in  a  circle  around  the 
iron,  then  gradually  extending  up  the  arm ;  it  broke  out  similar  to  what  we  commonly 
call  goose  skin,  then  immediately  turned  a  fiery  red. 

The  second  case  that  came  under  my  observation  was  a  sailor.  He  was  employed 
on  the  Chelsea  ferry-boat  when  I  saw  him.  While  on  a  voyage  from  Boston  to  New 
Orleans  the  vessel  was  struck  by  lightning ;  he  was  stunned,  and  for  a  few  minutes  was 
entirely  insensible.  When  he  recovered  he  found  to  his  surprise  that  he  was  full  of 
humor.  This  man  took  several  bottles  of  the  Medical  Discovery,  without  any  benefit. 
The  singularity  of  this  case  was  his  sensibility  to  electrical  changes  in  the  atmosphere. 
He  could  tell  the  precise  time  of  a  thunder  storm,  its  severity  and  duration,  several 
hours  before  it  took  place. 

Some  years  ago  I  was  in  a  company  where  thunder  humor  was  the  sport  of  the  con- 
versation, when  one  of  the  gentlemen  said  he  could  vouch  for  the  existence  of  it  to  his 
sorrow.  Last  summer  he  was  riding  on  Lynn  Beach ;  seeing  a  squall  come  on,  he 
drove  to  the  nearest  house  and  run  his  horse  under  the  shed ;  while  standing  there  the 
shed  was  struck  Ly  lightning ;  his  horse,  a  valuable  one,  worth  three  hundred  dollars, 
was  stunned  and  covered  with  humor,  and  rendered  valueless  for  a  carriage  horse ;  he 
sold  him  for  fifty  dollars. 
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Writers  on  cutaneous  diseases  plac*.  .  wo  humors,  Lichen  and  Prurigo,  in  the  order 
Papulae.  I  propose  to  place  thunder  humor  in  the  same  order,  as  it  is  evidently  pap- 
ular, containing  neither  serum  nor  pus.  It  rises  in  small,  prominent  points,  or  goose 
skin,  without  any  inflammation  of  the  epidermus ;  at  the  acne  of  the  points  they  as- 
sume an  intense  fiery  red,  redder  than  scarlet  fever  at  its  height ;  whereas  Lichen  and 
Prurigo  are  both  of  a  dull  brown.  Again,  these  latter  are  characterized  by  frequent 
thickening  of  the  skin,  and  disappearing  by  disquamation  or  exfoliation,  whereas  thun- 
der humor  has  none  of  these  appearances,  but  settles  again  of  itself,  and  in  a  few  min- 
*utes  the  epidermus  is  as  smooth  as  if  it  never  was  disturbed. 

It  cannot  be  classed  with  the  Vessiculae,  as  it  does  not  contain  serum  nor  pus ;  and 
it  cannot  be  cc  nfounded  with  Lichen  or  Prurigo,  as  it  differs  from  them  in  its  first 
;ause,  peculiar  sensibility  to  electrical  changes  in  the  atmosphere,  and  its  attraction  to 
iron,  and  in  its  accuminated  red  scarlet  points  with  their  base  natural. 

Connected  with  this  subject,  I  take  unto  myself  three  great  honors — first;  of  discov- 
ering a  common  pasture  weed  that  cures  every  kind  of  humor,  from  the  worst  scrofula 
down  to  a  common  pimple ;  second,  of  describing  a  new  and  hitherto  unknown  humor  ; 
third,  of  publishing  the  first  American  work  on  diseases  of  the  skin.  Trifling  as  thest 
few  pages  may  appear  to  you,  (I  am  ashamed  to  say  it,)  it  is  the  first  American  work 
on  this  subject.

SQUAMA.  ! 

LEPRA,  PSORIASIS,  PYTIRIASIS,  ICHTHYOSIS. 

In  this  orati  there  are  four  divisions,  Lepra,  Psoriasis,  Pytiriasis  and  Ichthyosis.  Tr  e 
first  two  are  so  near  alike  as  to  be  impossible  at  all  times  to  distinguish  betwetn 
them.  I  often  wonder  what  can  be  the  benefit  to  medical  knowledge  to  draw  a  divid- 
ing line  where  it  is  impossible  to  follow ;  but  some  physicians  are  fond  of  splitting 
hairs,  and  none  more  so  than  French  physicians  who  have  written  on  diseases  of  the 
skin. 

LEPRA   P80RIA8I8. 

Some  medical  writers  are  particularly  fond  of  dividing  and  subdividing  of  disease  of 
the  skin,  into  a  useless  number  of  varieties.  It  manifests  skill  and  discernment,  but 
its  tendency  is  greatly  to  confound  ordinaryfreaders.  Among  the  divisions  thus  made, 
nothing  appears  more  really  useless  than  the  dividing  of  Lepra  and  Psoriasis — the 
only  difference,  if  any,  is  in  the  color  of  the  scale;  one  is  brighter  than  the  other; 
one  scale  is  raised  in  the  centre,  the  other  is  depressed — these  are  the  distinguishing 
symptoms.     Now  I  have  seen  both  marks  quite  prominent  on  the  same  person. 

I  shall  for  the  future,  call  it  one  disease. 

This  disease  commences  with  small  papular  elevations  of  the  akin,  covered  with  a 
white  dry  s  cale,  this  small  spec  enlarges  itself  into  a  circle,  and  with  the  skin  in  the 
centre  sound.  These  rings  are  of  various  sizes  and  shapes,  and  attack  all  parts 
of  the  body,  but  principally  ihe  arms  and  knees.  Yet  in  some  cases  the  whole  body 
is  covered  with  these  scaly  rings.  This  disease  is  easily  known  from  any  other  skin 
disease,  by  its  white  brittle,  dry  and  silvery  scale.  Properly  speaking,  this  does  not 
come  under  that  class  of  diseases  that  are  caused  by  impurities  cf  the  blood;  as  impu- 
rities of  the  blood  always  manifest  itself  by  a  scab  or  glutinous  crust, — being  by  the 
force  of  nature,  as  it  were,  expelled  out  of  the  system. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  pathological  appearance  of  this  disease  in  a  great 
number  of  cases,  and  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  disease  itself,  has  an  entire 
different  origin  from  what  was  always  ascribed  to  it. 
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It  has  since  the  first  distinct  description  of  it,  by  Daniel  Turner,  been  supposed  to 
be  a  disease  of  what  may  be  called  in  English,  the  Sweating  glands,  or  that  the  pers- 
piration was  loaded  with  a  heavy  sediment,  which  congealed  rn  the  surface,  instead  of 
escaping  as  vapor. 

This,  indeed,  was  a  very  plausible  theory,  and  perhaps  the  only  one  that  could  be 
maintained  with  any  degree  of  rational  argument  when  writing  on  the  disease. 

Now  in  the  face  of  all  writers,  ancient  and  modern,  it  may  seem  presumptuous  to 
contradict  any  theory  that  has  the  sanction  of  such  names  as  Erasmus,  Wilson,  Plumb, 
Cazenave,  Payer,  Neligan,  Green,  Willan,  Gilbert,  Willis,  Jackson  and  Baker. 

Yet  in  the  face  of  all  these  honored  names,  who  are  an  honor  to  human  nature.  I 
boldly  eay  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  different  from  any  thing  that  any  of  them  ever 
surmised. 

In  July,  1860, 1  had  a  case  of  perfectly  developed  Psoriasis,  a  Mrs. ,  of  South 

Boston.  This  case  was  treated  by  physicians  far  and  near,  and  the  usual  preparations 
of  arsenic  administered  without  any  effect.  (In  this  disease,  Fowler's  Solution  of 
Arsenic  has  always  been  considered  the  most  effectual  remedy.) 

When  she  came  to  me,  I  considered  her  case  the  best  developed  specimen  I  ever 
saw,  and  I  paid  particular  attention  to  the  disease  in  all  its  stages, — from  the  first 
minute  spec  to  the  enlarged  and  irregular  circle.  And  at  last  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  whole  disease  was  a  worm,  or  a  parasie  or  animalculge  in  the  skin.  This  worm 
is  engendered  in  the  flesh,  or  perhaps  between  the  true  and  scarf  skin,  and  from  a  spot 
the  size  cf  a  three  cent  piece,  it  enlarges  itself  to  cover  the  whole  arm. 

This  worm,  by  some  peculiar  virus  it  possesses  kills  or  deadens  the  scarf  skin  within  ■ 
its  circle,  as  long  as  the  circle  remains  small, — but  as  the  circle  enlarges  the  skin  in 
some  cases  recovers  its  vitality,  in  other  cases  does  not.  Now  as  the  virus  of  the* 
worm  has  deadened  the  skin,  it  disqualifies  it  to  throw  off  the  insensible  perspiration . 
consequently  it  congeals  in  flakes  on  the  surface  ;  and  had  the  skin  been  in  a  healthj 
state,  all  this  amount  of  white  and  disagreeable  scruff  scales,  would  have  evaporated  it  > 
insensible  perspiration. 

I  looked  on  this  idea  as  Ambrose  Parry  did  when  he  tied  up  the  first  artery,  as  ar^ 
inspiration.     My  whole  soul  and  being  was  filled  with  the  thought. 

Now  as  I  got  a  new  idea  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  Psoriasis,  I  must  look  for  at 
entire  new  remedy,  which  I  soon  found  in  one  of  our  common  herbs,  applied  as  an 
ointment. 

I  need  not  tell  you  what  my  wonder  and  admiration  is,  when  looking  at  this  simple., 
herb. 

When  I  think  ©f  ali  the  wonderful  preparations, — all  the  solutions  and  sulpheritet*

The  only  English   word   used   for    this    disease    is    dandruff,   a    word    fa 
being   applicable,   according  to   our   sense  of  it.     This  disease  is  characterized  by  a 
chronic  inflammation  of  the  skin,  by  the  production  of  small  white  scales  ©r  in  fact  o ) 
white  dust,  or  patches  of  irregular  form  and  variable  sizes,  liable  *.o  attack  any  part  of. 
the  body.     It  is  attended  with  heat,  itching  and  tingling,  and  ar  the  mdst  trouble- 

some of  the  class  of  scaly  diseases  of  the  skin.     This  never  forms  a  real  scale,  only  », 
mealy  dust,  which  is  produced  almost  as  fast  as  you  rub  it  off.

ICHTHYOSIS — FISH    8KW. 

Up  to  this  date,  (January,  1858,)  I  have  not  seen  but  two  cases  of  tnis  disease.  Tht 
first  was  a  young  man  from  Vermont,  who  informed  me  that  his  family  were  similarly 
afflicted ;  that  they  inherited  the  disease  from  their  father.  The  skin  on  this  young 
man's  face  had  thickened  ind  drawn  up  so  that  his  lips  were  as  it  were  turned  inside 
out ;  the  skin  of  his  cheeks  and  forehead  was  drawn  so  much  as  to  give  his  eyes  an 
enlarged  and  most  unnatural  stare,  as  it  exposed  almost  the  whole  part  of  the  socket. 
I  did  not  see  this  man  but  once,  and  of  course  had  no  opportunity  to  examine  into  the 
nature  of  the  disease. 

The  other  case  was  a  lady  about  thirty  years  of  age.  This  lady  was  a  patient  of 
mine  over  a  year,  and  I  paid  particular  att  mtion  to  her  case,  as  it  was  so  very  remark- 
able. She  aseribed  all  her  trouble  to  a  sudden  check  of  perspiration.  This  opin- 
ion was  endorsed  by  some  of  the  most  famous "  physicians  of  Europe.  Yet  it  always 
appeared  to  me  impossible  that  a  cause  so  trifling  would  produce  such  a  wonderful 
change. 

This  lady  had  tried  the  most  eminent  physicians  in  the  United  States,  went  to  Eng- 
land, was  under  Sir  Ashley  Cooper's  care  for  several  months,  then  went  to  Paris,  was 
examined  in  the  hospital  by  M.  Rayer  and  the  most  celebrated  physicians  of  France 
for  over  a  year;  then  she  visited  all  the  sulphur  springs  of  Germany  and  Switzerland, 
without  any  benefit.

These  scales  are  formed  by  the  thicken- 
ed cuticle,  furrowed  all  over,  free  at  one  extremity,  and  umbricated  at  the  point  of  at- 
tachment to  the  skin.  Some  of  them  are  small  and  surrounded  with  a  multitude  of 
farinaceous  points,  which  correspond  to  the  furrows  of  the  epidermis ;  others  are  larger 
and  are  much  diffused  over  the  wrinkled  surface. 

"  These  scales  may  be  removed  without  causing  the  slightest  pain,  and  do  not  leave 
the  slightest  redness  after  them  on  the  skin,  but  it  is  rough,  and  on  passing  the  hand 
over  it,  it  conveys  the  sensation  of  the  surface  of  a  file,  or  even  of  the  backs  of  certain 
ashes;  the  scales  are  thicker  on  the  limbs  than  elsewhere.  However  much  extended 
this  scaly  eruption  may  be,  or  whatever  alteration  it  may  produce  in  the  tegumentary 
■  envelope*  it  never  occasions  any  serious  derangement  to  the  functions  of  organic  life 
there  is  no  pain  or  itching ;  the  skin  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  its  transperatory 
unctions    except  ertain  Joints,  which  are  always  moistened  with  ccpioue  respira 

tion."

SCROFULA. 

Tiiis  is  a  very  ancient  disease,  and  in  one  respect  differing  from  every  other  skin 
disease  at  present  known,  viz :  the  description  of  it  given  by  the  ancients  agrees  in 
every  respect  with  its  appearance  today,  whereas  every  other  disease  of  the  skin  ha 
dtered  in  its  type. 

We  learn  from  history  that  the  Pope  conferred  on  Edward  the  Confessor,  who 
was  the  last  of  the  Saxon  kings,  (on  account  of  his  sanctity  and  devotion  to  the 
Christian  religion,)  the  power  of  curing  this  disease  by  laying  on  of  hands ;  from  that 
time  it  became  familiarly  known  as  the  King's  Evil. 

What  its  name  was  previous  to  this  we  cannot  ascertain ;  but  it  could  not  have  been 
Scrofula,  as  the  genuine  disease  is  entirely  free  from  all  scruff. 

William  the  Conqueror  succeeded  Edward,  and  claimed  the  same  power ;  on  what 
ground  is  not  stated.  From  that  time,  until  William  and  Mary,  the  gift  was  claimed 
by  the  kings  of  England. 

Some  of  them  derived  enormous  revenues  from  it,  at  a  shilling  a  touch.  It  is  said 
that  thousands  availed  themselves  of  coming  in  contact  with  the  king  who  had  no 
diseases  whatever.  This  gift  seems  to  have  been  implicitly  believed  by  men  of  judg- 
ment and  education. 

Dr.  Willis,  in  his  great  work  published  in  1687,  which  is  indeed  a  marvellous  work 
for  that  age,  says  among  our  countrymen,  as  delivered  from  our  ancestors,  it  is  "  said 
the  seventh  son,  or  he  that  is  born  the  seventh  one  after  another  in  a  continued  series, 
can  cure  this  disease  by  stroking  it  only  with  his  hand  and  truly  I  have  known  many 
whom  no  medicine  could  help,  to  have  been  cured  in  a  short  time  by  this  remedy. 

"  Few  doubt  but  that  this  disease  is  wont  to  be  cured  by  the  toucn  of  our  king. 

"  The  reason  of  such  an  effect  ought  to  be  assigned,  not  to  any  other  thing  than  thai 
in  the  sick  the  phantasia  and  strong  faith  of  the  hoped  for  cure  that  induces  strength 
ening  of  the  brain. 

"  But  I  must  return  from  my  digression,  and  enquire  why  kissing  provoketh  love." 

Dr.  Willis  was  a  philosopher  as  well  as  a  physician,  and  certainly  his  enquiry  why 
kissing  provoketh  love  is  original. 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second  there  were  public  healing  days,  in  which  all  that 
were  affected  were  touched  by  the  king 

How  often  these  days  were  observed  we  are  not  told,  but  Dr.  Richard  Wiseman, 
who  was  "  Sargent  Chirurgeon  "  to  Charles  the  Second,  says  that  he  was  an  eye  witness 
to  thousands  of  cures,  and  that  it  was  well  known,  and  could  not  be  controverted,  that 
the  royal  touch  cured  more  in  one  year  than  all  the  surgeons  in  England  in  an  age. 
A.nd  that  strumes  swelling  of  the  neck,  which  withstood  the  most  powerful  scattering 
and  emollient  remedies  for  many  months,  nay,  many  years,  had  immediately  disappear- 
ed after  the  royal  touch. 

Wiseman,  who  was  a  full  believer  in  the  divine  right  of  kings,  gives  some  of  the 
most  extravagant  accounts  of  the  miracles  performed  by  his  royal  master,  and  vents 

s  spleen  very  unsparingly  on  all  those  that  do  not  believe  in  him. 

Opposition  will  rise  against  the  best  of  men,  even  when  engaged  in  the  best  of  pur- 
o  ses,  that  of  curing  their  fellow  men,  and  so  it  was  with  Charles. 

At  this  time  a  poor  Irishman,  by  the  name  ef  Greatrakes,  wa»  impressed  that  he 
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could  cure  the  evil  by  laying  on  of  hands.    It  seems  he  was  very  successful  in  Ireland, 
much  so  that  his  fame  extended  t©  England. 

Lord  Conway  sent  for  him  to  come  to  England  to  cure  his  wife,  which  he  effected  by 
a  few  passes ;  then  several  of  the  nobility  were  cured  in  the  same  manner. 

Daniel  Turner,  the  first  English  physician  it''  '  ote  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  gives 
credit  to  Greatrakes  for  honesty,  and  that  he  never  accepted  any  reward ;  he  freely 
received  and  freely  gave. 

Wiseman  takes  great  offence  at  the  patronage  extended  to  Greatrakes ;  what  old 
line  M.  D.  that  would  not,  and  give  about  as  sensible  reasons  as  Wiseman  does. 

He  says :  "  Who  are  these  that  detract  his  grace  from  our  Lord  the  King  ?  if  we 
follow  them  into  private  life  we  find  they  are  low  churchmen,  whigs,  non-conformists, 
and  round  heads,  who  do  all  in  their  power  to  bring  our  Lord  the  King  into  ridicule." 

According  to  Wiseman  these  public  healing  days  were  gala  days,  regular  Fourth  of 
July,  at  which  all  the  court,  bishops,  and  principal  ecclesiastics  of  England,  were 
present. 

On  the  accession  of  William,  Prince  of  Orange,  to  the  throne,  it  was  expected  that 
the  healing  days  would  be  kept  up  with  the  same  pomp.  But  he,  like  a  sensible  man 
denied  having  any  such  grace,  and  advised  all  who  came  to  him,  (for  there  was  no* 
body  guard  when  he  ascended  the  tnrone,)  to  pray  to  God  for  grace.  This  was  the 
only  action  of  William's  life  for  which  the  high  church  party  gave  him  credit — not  as- 
suming to  himself  divine  rights. 

Wiseman  then  complains  that  the  poor  are  left  to  die ;  that  there  is  no  known  rem- 
edy, and  that  the  lawful  king  is  a  hopeless  exile. 

However,  a  new  class  of  physicians  are  soon  on  the  stage,  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  the 
king.  The  practice  of  these  he  considers  more  reprehensible  than  that  of  Greatrakes 
and  some  of  them  have  come  down  to  our  own  day. 

They  cure  by  charms,  conjuration,  characters,  ganglion  notes,  magic  ligatures,  rings, 
laces,  and  other  bad  tricks,  by  which  they  pervert  and  pollute  the  divine  art  of  medi- 
cine, and  endanger  men's  souls.  Fortunately  none  of  these  practices  ever  had  a  foo«,- 
hold  in  this  country.  The  only  practice  akin  te  it  is  stroking  of  the  seventh  son 
which,  whatever  be  its  merit,  is  perfectly  harmless. 

I  have  myself  seen  hundreds  who  have  been  stroked,  but  have  not  been  so  fortunate 
as  to  see  a  single  cure,  although  I  have  made  diligent  enquiry. 

There  is  at  present  living  in  Boston,  an  old  Irish  woman  that  cures  the  Evil  with  the 
blood  of  the  kings,  dried  in  a  rag.  On  my  enquiring  which  of  the  kings  of  England 
it  was,  she  replied,  "  Indade  it  is  little  good  there  is  in  their  dirty  blood — it  is  the  ould 
Hng  of  Ireland  I  got." 

Now  all  this  se^ms  ridiculous  to  your  eyes,  but  had  I  space  I  could  quote  from  Fel- 
lows of  the  iloyal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  those  of  the  royal  society,  who  have  written 
on  scrofulous,  whose  practices  were  more  ridiculous  than  any  of  the  above. 

No  longer  ago  than  last  Sabbath  I  heard  of  a  case,  in  New  Bedford,  where  a  lady 
was  bled  until  she  could  not  stand,  to  take  the  scrofulous  blood  out  of  her,  and  then 
build  her  up  as  good  as  new.  Instead  of  getting  better  she  came  within  a  few  breath* 
of  her  last. 

Now  I  defy  you  to  find  a  more  absurd  idea,  from  the  king's  touch  down  to  a  gang- 
ion  knot,  or  setting  a  charm  with  the  hair  of  a  jet  black  cat,  or  stroking,  with  the  hand 
of  a  dead  man,  or  with  the  rope  that  hung  a  criminal — of  course  the  more  heinous  the 
guilt  the  more  virtue  there  is  in  the  rope. 

One  of  the  prettiest  and  most  amusing  charms  is  that  addressed  to  St.  Anthony,  for 
curing  the  Erysipelas  -you  know  that  Erysipelas  is  frequently  ealled  St.  Anthony's  fire. 
But  we  must  leave  charms  and  come  to  reality. 

Scrofula  is  said  by  some  to  be  hereditary,  arid  many  proofs  are  brought  forward  by 
author        support  this     eory.     It  is  said  to  lay  dormant  one  or  two  generations,  and 
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then  to  appear  in  the  great  grandson.  This  theory  would  do  very  well,  if  all  the  great 
grandsons  had  it ;  but  fortunately  they  do  not.  I  have  made  strict  enquiry  on  this 
subject,  and  find  the  existence  of  the  disease  purely  accidental.  Were  it.  otherwise, 
Scrofula  would  be  as  common  as  original  sin.  As  a  general  rule,  you  will  find  where 
one  of  a  family  is  affected  the  rest  of  the  family  will  be  perfectly  free  from  it ;  yet 
there  are  exceptions  to  this  rule. 

Turner  says :  "  It  is  caused  by  an  evil  concoction  of  the  brain,  whereby  the  nervous 
juices  are  not  concocted  but  are  sent  forth  clammy,  raw  and  sticky,  into  the  passages." 

In  the  glands  of  the  neck,  forming  the  well  known  Scrofula  lumps,  Scrofulus  is 
known  from  swelling  of  the  glands,  in  this  wise :  the  glands  are  soft,  slip  when  pressed 
under  the  finger,  but  return  again,  and  are  near  the  surface,  while  Scrofula  lies  deep, 
and  consists  of  many  hard  kernels  gradually  forming  one  lump. 

These  kernels  when  opened  contain  a  cheesey  substance,  others  something  like  mar- 
row, or  suet.  You  will  apply  my  Scattering  Ointment  freely,  and  rub  it  in  faithfully, 
as  the  rubbing  helps  to  soften  and  allows  the  Ointment  to  penetrate.

Fernelius  gives  a  long  description  of  how  the 
disease  can  be  relieved,  in  fact  kept  under,  by  proper  fumigation  of  the  brain.  His 
theory  is  quite  rational,  but  too  long  to  copy,  particularly  when  you  have  now  a  specific

While  preparing  this  pamphlet,  I  became  astonished  at  the  indifference  exhibited  by 
modern  physicians  on  the  subject  of  Scrofula.  Erasmus  Wilson,  the  greatest  of  Eng- 
lish writers  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  does  not  even  allude  to  it,  and  yet  he  devotes  thir- 
ty-six pages  of  his  excellent  work  to  diseases  of  the  hair,  and  ten  pages  to  the  itch,  (a 
work  far  more  fitting  for  a  barber.)

In  Rayer's  great  work  there  are  444  folio  pages  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  only  four 
and  a  half  devoted  to  Scrofula,  the  parent  of  all  humors ;  and  even  in  that  there  is  not 
an  idea  worth  copying,  except  his  advice.  I  often  read  advertisements  of  Scrofula 
8)Tup8  that  contain  really  more  valuable  information  than  his  four  pages. 

Here  are  five  of  the  greatest  medical  writers  the  world  ever  produced,  and  only  one 
of  them  alludes  to  this  disease.  In  this  state  of  medical  knowledge  do  you  wonder  at 
all  the  Scrofula  syrups  and  panaceas  there  are  in  the  market  ? 

If  there  is  nothing  in  Rayer's  description  of  this  disease  worth  copying,  I  cannot 
say  that  of  his  advice ;  it  is  so  good  I  will  give  it  in  full.  He  says :  "  The  first  and 
main  object  must  be  to  accomplish  some  modification  of  the  constitution,  by  means  of 
appropriate'  regimen,  habits  and  exercise.  Practitioners  are  generally  agreed  in  rec- 
ommending warm  climate  and  dry  atmosphere,  living  in  a  healthy  situation,  and  exer- 
cise in  the  open  air- when  the  weather  will  permit  it.  The  diet  requires  particular  at- 
tention— good  animal  food,  beef  and  mutton,  roasted  or  boiled,  antiscorbutic  vegeta- 
bles, as  endive  and  water  cresses,  fresh  eggs,  roasted  poultry  or  game,  fresh  fish,  good 
beer  or  generous  wine,  mixed  with  some  sparkling  Chalybeate  water;  bathing  often  in 
sulphurous  sea  water  and  iodated  baths." 

I  heartily  endorse  the  whole  of  this,  except  moving  to  a  warm  climate.  If  you  will 
remain  at  home  and  follow  Rayer's  advice,  and  take  a  course  of  Kennedy's  Medical 
Discovery,  I  will  guarantee  you  a  cure. 

I  shall  not  waste  time  or  space  in  describing  the  symptoms  which  Medical  writers  have 
ascribed  to  constitutional  Scrofula,  as  no  two  sf  these  writers  agree.

Scrofulous  swellings  of  the  neck  are  caused  by  a  sediment  in  the  Lymph,  and  by  reason 
of  its  sticky  or  gluish  nature  sticks  in  the  valves  of  the  passages,  and  by  little  and  little 
added  to  it  every  day ;  as  the  vigor  and  propelling  power  of  the  system  can  throw  ofr, 
these  s  filings  may  remain  b  this  condition  for  months  and  even  years,  and  then  disap- 
pear of  themselves,  they  are  in  their  nature  pefectly  harmless  until  by  some  chemical 
chang  they  acquire  an  acrimony  and  turn  to  humor.  It  is  not  yet  understood  whether 
they  leceive  the  acrimony  from  the  circulating  fluids,  or  whether  it  is  generated  in  tKe 
himp  itself.  These  swellings  may  be  divided  into  two  kinds ;  1.  Swelling  on  the  gland. 
2.  Swelling  of  the  gland. 

1.  Swelling  on  the  gland  may  be  known  by  its  being  moveable,  or  it  can  be  pressed 
up  and  down  by  the  finger.  This  swelling  is  always  soft  and  pulpy  and  when  nearly  ripe 
it  turns  to  a  purple  color ;  it  always  ripens  in  a  body  and  discharges  its  contents  in  one 
or  two  days.  The  opening  of  the  sore  is  small ;  the  skin  sinks  in  a  hollow,  is  exceed- 
ingly thin,  of  a  purple  color  around  the  edges  and  very  tender  and  sore ;  from  the  open- 
ing of  the  sore  a  thin  wheyish  watery  matter  oozes  out,  which  has  been  known  to  run 
for  years,  and  never  has  been  known  to  yield  to  any  healing  remedy  until  he  discovery 
of  Kennedy's  Healing  Ointment.

2.  Swelling  of  the  gland ;  this  commences  by  several  glands  swelling  at  once.  They 
are  deeply  embedded  in  the  flesh,  are  not  easily  moved ;  they  run  together,  become  hard 
like  a  bunch  of  twisted  rope  yarn ;  frequently  have  shooting  pains,  and  are  often  so  stiff 
and  hard  that  the  head  cannot  be  turned  round.

This  continues,  without  any  attention  being  paid  to  it,  until 
the  skin  becorats  of  a  purple  or  liver  color ;  in  a  few  months  scales  are  formed,  and 
the  leg  becomes  exceedingly  painful ;  it  seems  as  if  there  were  hot  irons  probed  in  the 
flesh,  or,  as  I  often  heard  it  said,  as  if  there  was  a  dog  gnawing  at  it.  In  this  state  the 
seales  will  sometimes  become  thick,  or  a  crust  will  form,  which  will  remain  for  a  few 
weeks  then  fall  off,  exposing  the  ulcer,  which  enlarges  by  degrees  until  perhaps  the 
whole  leg  is  affected.  You  have  now  a  well  marked,  well  developed,  and  permanent 
ulcerated  sore  leg;  in  fact  you  have  got  a  baby  to  take  care  of. 

When  the  skin  turns  of  a  red  livid  color,  and  is  covered  with  dry,  shin\  scales,  itch- 
ing intolerably,  you  will  use  my  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  freely ;  you  must  rub  it  in  on 
the  leg  until  the  skin  and  flesh  return  to  their  natural  color  and  natural  feeling.  It  is 
useless  to  heal  the  ulcer  until  the  flesh  becomes  natural,  as  it  is  liable  to  break  again  at 
any  time.  It  is  difficult  to  set  any  time  for  the  flesh  and  akin  to  recover  their  natural 
color  and  tone.

\  ou  will  be  particular  to  get  pure  cider  vinegar,  as  manufactured  vinegar  contains  in- 
gredients that  may  not  agree  with  every  flesh.  (It  is  really  astonishing  how  scarce 
pure  vinegar  is.  If  vinegar  at  twenty  cents  per  gallon  is  adulterated,  you  need  not 
expect  pure  rum  at  two  dollars  per  gallon.) 

Occasionally  I  meet  with  ulcers  differing  in  their  appearance  and  nature  from  those 
I  have  described;  but  fortunately  they  are  few  and  far  between,  and  are  the  result  of 
imprudence.     They  are  cured  by  following  the  sar""!  treatment. 

Cleanliness  helps  the  cure  of  an  ulcer  more  thai*  is  generally  supposed — at  any  rate 
more  than  is  generally  practiced.  You  will  be  sure  to  wash  the  ulcer,  say  twice  a  day 
with  castile  soap  and  milk  and  water.  Deep  ulcers  ought  to  be  gently  syringed,  and 
then  dried  before  you  apply  the  ointment.  Much  has  been  written  on  the  use  of  ban- 
dages, and  the  degree  of  tightness  they  require,  some  insisting  on  their  being  as  tight 
as  can  be  borne ;  others  say  that  a  natural  or  comfortable  tightness  is  best.  I  have 
seen  good  and  bad  result  from  both  practices  ;  you  better  use  your  bandages  to  suit 
vour  own  feelings,  but  be  sure  to  have  them  clean. 

As  this  pamphlet  may  be  read  by  people  afflicted  with  ulcerated  sore  legs,  who  can- 
not get  either  of  my  ointments,  I  would  recommend  to  them  to  use  the  common  citrine 
ointment  of  the  apothecaries,  as  one  of  the  best  preparations  in  use.  Yellow  dock 
ointment,  and  an  ointment  of  oak  bark  and  indigo  weed,  are  excellent;  take  cream, 
put  it  in  a  cloth,  bury  it  in  rich  black  earth,  in  a  few  days  it  will  become  thick ;  it  is 
one  of  the  best  applications  you  can  use — always  recollecting  to  bathe  the  sore  with 
equal  parts  of  Medical  Discovery  and  pure  cider  vinegar,  until  it  comes  to  a  healthy 
state ;  occasionally  you  will  wash  it  with  alum  water ;  this  will  close  and  make  tight  the 
flesh  or  sides. 

Care  must  always  be  taken  that  an  ulcer  does  not  close  from  the  top.  The  bottom 
is  to  be  well  fed  with  flesh  breeding  herbs.  Be  sure  that  sound  flesh  grows  from  the 
bottom,  otherwise  it  will  certainly  break  out  again.  Drying  medicines  are  not  to  be 
much  used  until  the  flesh  has  grown  from  the  bottom  and  is  even  with  the  surface,  or 
else  there  will  be  a  depression  of  the  surface  when  it  is  healed. 

When  the  leg  is  highly  inflamed  you  will  apply  the  common  carrot  poultice,  or  raw 
potatoes,  scraped  and  laid  on.  In  some  cases  a  fomentation  of  bitter  herbs  is  best, 
such  as  wormwood,  snake  head,  or  tansy — this  is  to  be  laid  on,  being  excellent  in  all 
kinds  of  swelling. 

To  make  the  case  more  clear  to  the  mind  of  the  reader,  I  have  inserted 
Specimens  of  the  most  common  cases  of  Ulcerated  Sore  Legs. 


No.  1  is  a  simple  purulent  sore  leg  ;  the  leg  is  of  the  natural  size  and  color,  without 
much  pain,  the  sore  remaining  about  the  same  for  years, — it  does  not  discharge  much 
real  humor,  neither  does  it  smell  offensive  unless  neglected. 

This  ulcer  is  seldom  deep  in  the  flesh,  it  discharges  a  thin  sanius  humor,  and  seldom 
causes  any  other  inconvenience  than  having  particular  care  of  your  shins  when  in  a 
crowd,  and  a  supply  of  clean  bandages  every  day. 

This  ulcer  is  easily  cured ;  you  will  apply  the  Scrofula  Ointn.ent  to  the  ulcer  twice 
a  day  one  day,  next  day  you  will  apply  the   Healing  Ointment  twice  a  day  for  twe 
days,  and  so  on  alternately  until  you  are  cured. 
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Taking  the  Medical  Discovery  every  day  to  cleanse  the  acrid  matter  out  of  your 
system. 

No.  2  is  an  Erysipelatus  Ulcer,  a  Rupia  Ulcer,  or  a  Gangrene  Ulcer,  the  picture  will 
answer  for  all  three  of  them,  this  is  the  ulcer  of  ulcers,  the  sore  of  sores,  the  dread  of 
the  medical  man  as  well  as  the  patient.  I  shall  not  follow  all  the  symptoms  of  these 
ulcers  from  the  beginning,  my  object  is  to  describe  them  as  they  are  at  their  height,— 
the  difference  between  the  Rupia  ulcer  and  Erysipelas  ulcer  at  their  ripe  state  is  in  the 
shape  of  the  scab,  and  the  Rupia  is  more  stubborn  to  cure  than  Erysipelas.  In  these 
ulcers,  the  skin  is  discolored,  and  of  a  Liver  redish  brown  color,  shining  and  hard,  or  else 
covered  with  dry  and  parched  scales  from  the  knee  to  the  ancle,  and  the  leg  is  gen- 
erally somewhat  withered.  The  ulcer  or  rather  ulcers,  for  their  is  generally  two  or 
three  openings,  are  always  deep  in  the  flesh,  even  to  the  bone ;  this  ulcer  is  always 
foul,  and  always  contains  a  greenish,  whitish,  stringy  matter,  and  the  flesh  exceedingly- 
painful. 

Their  is  in  this  ulcer  a  pain,  different  from  that  affecting  any  other  part  of  the  body, 
it  is  a  dull,  knawing,  eating,  burning  pain,  that  at  times  goes  in  to  the  very  soul.  I 
knew  a  young  man  that  had  one  of  these  ulcers  on  his  leg,  and  while  playing  foot  ball, 
was  accidentally  struck  on  the  ulcer,  and  he  fell  dead  on  the  spot. 

This  ulcer  requires  longer  time  to  effect  a  cure  than  any  other,  being  the  most 
stubborn  of  all  ulcers.  Your  plan  is  to  take  the  Discovery  to  work  ofi  all  acrid  and 
cankry  matter  out  of  the  system.  .  It  is  no  use  to  hasten  a  cure  of  the  legs  when  the 
body  is  foul. 

You  will  apply  the  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  all  around  the  sore.  Wherever  their  is  a 
discoloring  of  the  flesh,  the  ointment  must  be  thoroughly  worked  in  until  the  skin  and 
flesh  become  of  a  clear,  healthy  color ;  for  it  is  not  of  the  slightest  use  to  heal  the  sore 
until  their  is  a  free  circulation  in  all  the  surrounding  parts.  It  often  happens  in  these 
sores  that  the  flesh  is  hard,  and  nearly  schirus,  and  it  must  be  softened  by  the  Salt 
Rheum  Ointment  before  a  permanent  cure  can  be  effected.  The  healing  of  this  ulcer 
is  very  likely  to  try  your  patience,  and  perhaps  your  faith. 

You  wdl  apply  the  Scroffula  Ointment  freely  to  the  sore — net  what  will  grease  the 
cloth,  but  what  will  lay  on  thick.  You  need  the  virtue  of  the  ingredients  that  are 
boiled  in  the  lard,  and  not  the  lard  itself.  Next  two  days  you  will  apply  the  Healing 
Ointment,  and  so  on  alternately.  In  some  cases  every  thing  about  these  ulcers  seems 
fixed — nothing  will  start  new  flesh.  The  flesh  is  hard,  the  skin  is  thick  and  dark ;  it 
seems  as  if  Ointment  will  not  have  effect  in  such  cases.  I  have  found  the  following 
fomentations  invaluable,  they  restore  circulation  and  animation  to  the  parts. 

1st.  Take  common  turnip,  boil  it,  mash  it,  and  thicken  with  rye  meal;  apply  it  to 
the  leg  all  night, — keeping  the  ointment  on  through  the  day.  Follow  this  for  a  week  or 
more. 

2d.  Take  red  beet,  boil  and  mash,  thicken  it  with  finely  pulverised  hard  wood  char- 
coal, and  apply  a3  a  poultice  at  night. 

3d.  Take  three  eggs,  beat  up  well,  and  mix  with  a  spoonful  of  fine  salt.  Apply  it 
to  the  leg  every  night. 

4th.     Take  cranberries,  boil  and  mash  them  in  the  water  in  which  they  boil,  and  apply. 

5th.  Take  red  onions,  boil  and  mash  in  their  own  water,  and  apply  for  several 
nights. 

6th.     Take  waim  cow  manure,  spread  on  a  cloth,  and  apply  all  night. 

The  intention  ©f  these  fomentations  is  to  extract  a  certain  virus  in  the  skin.  You 
~ill  use  your  own  judgment  as  to  which  of  them  is  most  effectual,  and  agrees  best  with 
your  flesh.  These  ought  to  be  repeated  as  often  as  once  or  twice  a  week,  through  the 
oourse,  or  until  the  flesh  becomes  soft,  and  perspiration  free.  If  you  will  follow  this 
course  faithfully,  you  may  defend  upon  it  you  will  get  well.     In  the  cure  of  these 
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ulcers,  their  is  often  much  impatience  manifested  by  the  sufferer,  and  be  flies  to  any 
astringent  lotion  that  will  skin  it  over.  In  a  few  weeks  it  breaks  out  again,  worse  than 
ever.  This  is  always  the  effect  of  not  doing  work  well.  Now  my  motto  is,  slow  and 
sure ;  then  when  you  are  cured,  you  will  remain  so  for  life. 

(EDEMATOUS,  OR  SWELLED  ULCERATED  LEG. 

This  ulcer  is  of  a  cold  nature, — the  leg  and  foot  swells  to  an  enormous  size,  the  flesh 
feels  doughy  and  puffed,  the  skin  is  never  discolored,  neither  does  it  itch  or  inflame, — 
the  pain  is  not  so  severe  as  in  the  last  mentioned  variety.  The  condition  of  this  ulcer 
remains  about  the  same,  year  after  year,  a  thin  saneous  oozing  from  it. 

The  singularity  of  this  variety  is  the  size  ef  the  leg  and  foot,  and  the  amount  of 
bandaging  it  requires. 

I  have  had  several  of  these,  of  thirty  and  forty  and  one  of  forty-seven  years  duration. 
(Kind  reader,  if  you  had  seen  as  much  of  such  cases  as  I  have,  you  would  be  thankful 
for  a  whole  skin,  even  if  it  was  not  very  handsome.) 

The  first  attempt  at  cure  must  be  to  reduce  the  swelling.  I  do  not  know  of  but  one 
thing  that  will  do  it,  but  I  consider  that  invaluable;  for  such  cold  sluggish  legs,  it  is 
above  money  and  above  price. 

You  will  take  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  cicuta  leaves,  six  good  size  .  potatoes,  and  a 
handful  of  wheat  flour.  Yeu  will  boil  this  in  water  enough  to  cover  it  until  the  potatoes 
is  cooked ;  save  this  water,  and  foment  the  leg  and  foot  with  it  every  night,  or  get  a 
thick  woolen  cloth,  and  wet  it  with  this  water,  and  apply  all  night  to  the  leg  and  foot. 
When  the  swellirg  is  reduced,  you  will  proceed  to  purify  the  blood  with  the  Discovery, 
and  apply  the  Scroffula  Ointment  and  Healing  Ointment,  as  directed^  for  the  other  ulcers. 


PILES. 


This  disease  is  of  two  kinds,  the  bleeding  piles  and  blind  piles ;  both  are  so  well 
known  as  not  to  require  a  description.  An  erroneous  idea  prevails  very  generally,  that 
the  piles  are  caused  by  humors ;  this  is  not  the  case  in  any  one  instance. 

The  bleeding  piles  are  caused  by  swelling  of  the  hemorrhoid  veins,  from  some  cause 
not  well  understood,  and  in  former  times  the  sudden  suppression  of  them  was  greatly 
dreaded.  These  notions  have  passed  away,  and  they  are  now  regarded  as  a  painful 
and  disagreeable  complaint,  the  cure  of  which  should  never  be  delayed. 

The  blind  piles  are  caused  by  the  formation  of  small  kernels,  frem  the  size  of  a  cur- 
rant to  that  of  a  cherry,  sometimes  in  bunches  extending  upwards,  and  accompanied 
with  costiveness  and  inflammation.  As  a  general  thing  this  disease  causes  more  excru- 
ciating pain,  misery,  and  wretchedness  of  feeling  than  any  known  disease  ;  in  fact  life 
is  a  perfect  burden,  and  during  the  paroxysm  of  pain,  would  be  yielded  up  by  the  su*- 
ferer  with  very  little  reluctance. 

Unfortunately  there  ig  a  delicacy  in  mentioning  this  disease,  and  many  a  poor  woman 
has  pined  away  her  life,  and  not  a  half  dozen  of  her  neighbors  ever  knew  what  was  the 
matter  with  her.

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FEMALE  DISEASES. 


This  is  a  delicate  subject,  and  I  would  not  write  on  it  were  it  net  that  I  should  be 
guilty  of  withholding  a  knowledge  from  my  fellow  oreature  that  can  be  used  to  great 
and  lasting  benefit.

If  this  book  was  published  at  a  set  price  like  other  Medical  books,  I  could,  with  pro- 
priety, enter  into  all  details  of  the  disease,  and  give  much  valuable  information.  A  very 
erroneous  idea  prevails  as  to  the  seat  and  location  of  this  disease,  and,  until  a  very  few 
years  ago,  a  wrong  opinion  of  the  very  nature  of  it.  One  of  the  most  instructive  dis- 
courses I  ever  listened  to  was  while  sitting  in  the  cars  going  from  Springfield  to  Albany, 
Two  physicians  sat  in  the  seat  in  front  of  me,  one  very  aged  but  active,  the  other  young . 
and  in  the  prime  of  life,  just  returned  from  finishing  his  Medical  education  in  Paris. 
The  old  physician  was  deploring  the  degeneracy  of  the  present  generation ;  and  stated 
that  in  his  younger  days,  such  a  state  of  the  system  was  almost  unknown,  while  at  the 
present  day,  it  was  almost  universal.  The  young  man  was  high  in  his  praise  of  French 
instruments  and  supporters,  while  the  old  one  prefered  a  general  course'o  f  tonics. 

From  the  almost  universal  prevelance  of  this  complaint  it  is  evident  that  a  great 
change  has  taken  place  within  a  few  years.  In  Holland,  where  the  climate  is  moist  and 
the  land  marshy  and  low,  stoves  have  always  been  in  constant  use  for  centuries,  we  find 
this  disease  universal.  Since  the  introduction  of  stoves  in  New  England,  we  find  the 
same  melancholy  result. 

As  I  said  before  that  a  very  general  and  erroneous  idea  prevails  in  regard  to  locality. 
The  seat  of  the  disease  was  supposed  to  be  the  loins  and  small  of  the  back  j  whereas 
this  is  only  a  secondary  symptom. 

The  disease  is  a  general  dissolution  or  melting  of  the  solids,  a  want  of  agglutenation  or 

adhesion  in  the  fibre  of  the  flesh ;  the  body  becomes  loose,  lax  and  flaby ;  a  want  of  life 

nd  energy ;  in  one  word,  a  melting  of  a  part  of  the  powers  of  life.     Not  of  any  parti- 
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cular  part  or  fibre,  but  of  the  whole.  This  melted  gluten  will  often  make  the  circula- 
tion of  the  whole  body  with  the  other  circulating  fluids,  perhaps  several  times,  until  at 
last  it  finds  a  natural  outlet,  and  a  constant  discharge  afFects  the  neighboring  parts  with 
weakness  and  pain.

It  becomes  the  first  duty  of  the  physician  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  disease,  and 
supply  a  remedy  that  restores  the  system  to  its  proper  vitality.

I  would  also  advise  you  to  drink  freely  of  every  herb 
that  forms  a  mucilage  and  feels  tart  or  puckery  in  the  mouth;  these  herbs  ha?e  always 
formed  the  basis  of  all  female  restoratives  that  are  sold.  Among  them  are  Comfrey, 
Slippery  Elm,  Gum  Arabic,  Seeds  of  Pumpkins,  Squash,  Melons,  Solomon  Seal  Roots, 
Marsh  Mellows,  and  the  common  field  Mallows,  or  what  the  children  call  Cheeses ;  no- 
thing better  growing,  common  Plantain,  Yarrow,  &c. ;  these  herbs  are  what  is  called 
vulnerary,  or  healing  by  their  glutenous  nature,  and  may  be  freely  used. 

Strong  injections  are  particularly  objectionable  in  this  disease,  as  by  their  astring«ncy 
it  closes  the  veins  and  repels  the  humor,  causing  it  to  settle  some  where  else  or  find 
some  other  outlet.  This  has  been  the  cause  of  a  vast  at1!*  i  of  misery.  When  the 
blood  is  sweetened  and  the  bowels  well  evacuated,  then  •  ;.,,  injections  such  as  wash 
of  Sumac  tops,  Ash  Bark,  AVild  Cherry  Bark,  or  Willow  Bark,  and  wild  Indigo  are  per- 
fectly safe  and  commendable. 

The  Change  of  Life. 

This  period  is  the  most  mysterious  time  of  woman's  life.  The  mind  and  body  goes 
through  a  change  that  has  never  been  understood;  this  is  the  critical  period  of 
woman's  future  life.  The  discontinuing  of  the  usual  secretions — the  dangers  to  be 
apprehended  at  this  time  are  cancer  of  the  womb,  and  ovarian  tumors,  with  more  or 
less  chronic  inflammation  of  the  parts.  One  danger  to  be  feared  at  this  period  is  the 
too  sudden  cessation  of  the  usual  secretion  •  in  such  cases  the  veins  become  withered, 
and  unable  to  do  their  usual  work.  The.-  the  parts  get  full  of  clotted  and  foreign 
substances  that  ought  to  be  expelled.

Look  at  the  system  of  vaccination  in  Boston :  it  is  helter  skelter,  first  come  first 
sorved,  and  no  doubt  every  other  large  city  is  equally  bad ;  in  the  name  of  God  and 
I  ove  to  your  children,  never  have  them  vaccinated  with  matter  that  comes  from  any 
arge  city ;  question  your  physician  closely  where  the  matter  came  from ;  duty  to  your 
cliild  demands  that  you  use  every  care  that  the  poison  be  pure.  Whatever  the 
nature  of  it  is,  is  as  yet  past  finding  out ;  but  that  it  is  a  poison  is  past  all  argument. 
For  instance,  what  a  change  the  whole  system  undergoes  from  the  quantity  impregna- 
ted ;  the  quantity  is  hardly  enough  for  a  mosquito  to  carry  on  her  bill,  yet  see  what  a 
wonderful  change  the  whole  system  undergoes  while  the  poison  is  going  round  its 
vitals ;  it  is  in  every  sense  of  the  word  worse  than  the  poison  of  the  rattlesnake ;  if  you 
get  over  that,  it  leaves  no  bad  effect  after  it,  but  not  so  with  vaccination ;  no  matter 
how  careful  parents  are  of  the  health  of  their  children ;  wholesome  food,  aired  cham- 
bers, washing  and  scrubbing  them  every  Saturday  night — which  are  all  very  good,  and 
to  be  highly  recommended  as  a  christian  duty — yet  one  minum  carried  on  the  point  of 
a  quill  pen  spoils  all,  as  the  point  of  the  quill  does  in  more  ways  than  in  vaccination. 
Perhaps  you  will  say  I  bear  too  hard  on  a  theory  which  has  been  lauded  to  the  sky  by 
physicians  of  every  nation ;  perhaps  I  do ;  perhaps  you  do  not  believe  &  word  of  what 
I  say ;  I  do  not  care  the  turn  up  of  a  cent  whether  you  do  or  not. 


COSTIVENESS. 


This  disease  generally  arises  from  tvo  causes;  first,  a  torpid  sluggish  state  of  the 
Liver,  whereby  sufficient  bile  is  not  secreted  to  lubricate  the  bowels. 

The  second'eause  is  much  more  common,  and  seems  to  come  from  a  general  state 
of  the  whole  system.

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CURVY. 

The  last  fifteen  years  of  sixteenth  century,  produced  three  diseases,  which  were 
entirely  unknown  to  former  ages,  the  Scurvy,  in  Denmark ;  the  Sweating  Sickness,  in 
England ;  and  the  Venereal  at  Naples. 

In  the  year  148(3,  according  to  Fabricius,  Scurvy  first  made  its  appearance  in  Misnia, 
not  only  proving  extremely  fatal,  but  carrying  contagion  with  it ;  and  in  1600,  it  had 
pread  all  over  Europe,  and  became  an  Epidemic  distemper. 

I  may  in  this  connexion  mention  the  Sweating  Sickness,  which  proved  so  fatal  in 
England.  It  appeared  1483,  in  Henry  the  Seventh's  army,  at  Milford,  Haven,  and  soon 
spread  over  the  kingdom,  and  according  to  Cauias,  its  historian,  it  attacked  none  but 
Englishmen.  Scotchmen  in  England  were  exempt,  and  Englishmen-fleeing  to  the  con- 
tinent for  safety  were  attacked,  while  the  natives  were  safe. 

The  symptoms  of  the  disease  were  a  profuse  sweating,  or  in  reality  a  melting  of  the 
body  to  death.  Death  occurring  generally  in  three  hours, — if  they  lived  twenty-four 
hours  they  recovered.     It  appeared  again  1485,  1506,  1517,  1528,  1551. 

In  the  past  generation,  Scurvy  was  supposed  to  be  the  source  of  all  diseases  of 
the  skin,  and  of  many  of  the  diseases  of  the  system,  it  occupied  in  the  public  mind  the 
place  that  Scroffula  does  in  the  present  generation. 

Medical  writers  of  the  present  age  have  divided  the  different  symptoms  of  this 
disease,  and  placed  them  in  the  different  classes  as  best  they  could,  and  giving  as  a 
reason,  that  Scurvy  means  a  number  of  symptoms,  different,  and  sometimes  opposite  in 
their  cause,  and,  cure  the  same  thing  can  be  said  of  every  disease  that  man  is  heir  to. 
The  symptoms  of  land  scurvy  are  these :  a  general  lassitude  and  weariness,  feeling 
about  as  tired  when  you  rise  in  the  morning  as  you  did  when  you  retired  at  night. — 
Laborious  breathing,  from  little  exercise ;  a  cold  swelling  of  the  legs ;  going  and  re- 
turning paleness  of  the  face,  at  times ;  a  flushing  lividness  ;  colored  spots  on  the  skin, 
of  various  colors,  as  red,  purple  or  violet  color,  yellow,  liver  color ;  often  a  bad  smell  in 
the  mouth  and  of  the  breath;  painful  and  bleeding  corrosion  of  the  gums,  by  which 
means  the  teeth  grow  bare,  and  loose  ;  dry  and  crusty  eruption  oh  various  parts  of  the 
body  ;  when  blood  is  let,  it  is  black,  grumous,  and  without  due  consistance ;  the  serum 
is  very  salt  and  of  a  yellowish  green ;  wandering  pain  in  the  limbs,  and  sometimes  a 
feverish  heat.
